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MORE ‘FREON’ AVAILABLE 
IN JULY, SAYS WPB 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—‘“Operators of 

essential refrigerating and air conditioning 
' systems will find chlorinated hydrocarbon 
refrigerants (Freon) more available in July 
than in June,” an official WPB announcement 
stated last week. . 

“The amount which may be allotted to 
the restricted list of essential users under 
General Preference Order M-28 is only 22% 
less than the amount distributed to all users 
of the refrigerant in July, 1942,” it said. 

The prohibition of the use of. chlorinated 
hydrocarbon refrigerants for comfort cooling 
systems continues in effect. 


E. G. BIECHLER ON LEAVE 
OF ABSENCE FROM FRIGIDAIRE 


DAYTON.—E. G. Biechler, president of 
Frigidaire Division of General Motors during 
almost its entire life-span, has taken an indef- 
inite leave of absence, and has gone West to 
recuperate from his strenuous labors in con- 
verting the Frigidaire plants to full war pro- 
duction. 

E. R. Godfrey, assistant general manager, 
has become acting general manager and will 
direct all Frigidaire activities during Mr. 
Biechler’s absence. 


SEAMLESS STEEL TUBING FOR 
SYSTEMS OKAY UNTIL SEPT. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The use of seam- 
less steel tubing in the manufacture of finned 
coil or tube assemblies as part of refriger- 
ating equipment is permitted until Sept. 15, 
1943, following the amendment June 26 of 
Schedule 3 of Limitation Order L-126. 

The seamless tubing may be used by 
those manufacturers who have to expand the 
tubing to make the bond with the fins. 

Previously, welded steel tubing had to be 
used by all manufacturers, but considerable 
difficulty was encountered in expanding 
welded steel tubing to join the fins. The 
present amended order is a temporary ex- 
pedient until manufacturers can obtain suit- 
able welded steel tubing. 

The amended part of the order comes 
under paragraph (c) Appplicability of order. 
(1) The required specifications established by 
paragraph (b) (1) to (5) inclusive, shall 
not prohibit: 

“(iii) The use (in the production or fabri- 
cation of, or the delivery, acceptance, or in- 
stallation of coil or tube assemblies for con- 
densers or coolers of the finned type, only 
where the tubing is expanded to obtain the 
-bond between tubing and fins) of seamless 
steel tubing 5 inches O.D. size and larger, 


in coil or tube assemblies manufactured prior 


to Sept. 15, 1943.” 


New Procedure In Applying For 
‘Freon’ In Effect This Month 


Changed Type of Application Must Be In 
Hands of Contract Agent by July 20 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—General Conservation Order M-28 covering 
“Freon” refrigerants has been completely revised to change the 
procedure for suppliers and contract agents in ordering the refrigerants. 
In general, the amended order simplifies all procedures. 


Forms PD-160 and PD-161 by which “Freon” has been ordered in 
the past are made obsolete immediately. The new method prescribed in 
the revised M-28 must be used for requests for the August allocations. 


Special handling is being permitted on orders which must be placed 
in July for August delivery. Suppliers must have their orders in the 
hands of contract agents for “Freon” by July 22, and in turn the 
contract agents will put their requirements to the producer by July 26, 
so that allocations can be made by July 29. 


In future months suppliers must have their orders for deliveries 
in the next calendar month in the hands of contract agents by the 
10th of the month. 


Starting July 10 the “user” of the refrigerant (which means 
servicemen, dealers, etc.) must certify his order for his requirements 
with an endorsement the form of which is specified in the revised 
Order M-28. He must show the quantity required for each of the 
new classifications set up in the revised Order M-28, and he must further 
certify that he has no empty or surplus cylinders. 


There are seven classifications of uses in the revised Order: 
1. New or existing systems for Army use. 
2. New or existing systems for Navy use. 
3. New or existing systems for the Maritime Commission or 
War Shipping Administration.

OCR Pledges Aid on Men, Parts 
To Domestic Refrigerator Field 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Office of Civilian Requirements of 
the WPB has pledged itself to help the household mechanical 
refrigerator industry to conserve its service mechanic manpower and 
to get materials needed for repair parts. 


At a meeting of the Household Mechanical Refrigerator Advisory 
Committee manufacturers reported to WPB that their 1944 requirements 
of critical materials for manufacture of repair parts would be at least 
50% greater than this year’s. 


They were told by the OCR that it was definitely committed to a 
policy of keeping household refrigerators in operation and an OCR 
representative offered to seek the assistance of the War Manpower 
Commission to obtain draft deferment of skilled mechanics and 
key workers.

Section 1499.1993 Authorization of maxi- 
mum prices of reconditioned and rebuilt 
parts and subassemblies not sold or de- 
livered during March 1942 for commercial 
refrigeration equipment. (a) Specific 
authorization is hereby given to manu- 
facturers of commercial refrigeration 
equipment to determine maximum prices 
of such reconditioned and rebuilt parts 
or subassemblies which were not sold or 
delivered during March 1942 where such 
maximum prices cannot be determined 
under section 1499.2 of the General Maxi- 
mum Price Regulation, according to the 
methods set forth in (b) below: 

(b) Maximum prices. The maximum 
prices for the sale and delivery of re- 
conditioned and rebuilt parts or sub- 
assemblies covered by this Order No. 555 
shall not be more than (1) 75% of the 
presently established list price of an 
equivalent new part or subassembly, or 
(2) 75% of the presently established net 
price of an equivalent new part or sub- 
assembly where such equivalent new part 
or subassembly has no presently estab- 
lished list price. 

(c) Discounts and services. The maxi- 
mum prices established under (b) above 
shall be subject to the same extension of 
discounts and the same rendition of 
services which the manufacturer extended

(2) The term ‘commercial refrigeration 
equipment” includes but is not limited to 
compressors under 25 horsepower; coils 
and fan-coils regardless of size, such as 
unit coolers, evaporating condensers; 
drinking water coolers; and evaporators. 

(f) Beports. All sellers subject to the 
provisions of this Order No. 555 shall 
submit such reports as the Office of Price 
Administration shall at any time request 
subject to the approval of the Bureau of 
the Budget in accordance with the Fed- 
eral Reports Act of 1942. 

This amendment shall become effective 
June 25, 1943.

However, included in the order is 
section (g) ‘Prohibited uses.” This 
provides that no delivery can be 
made for use in any system of the 
types described on List B, made a 
part of the order.

Title 32—National Defense 
Chapter IX—War Production Board 
Subchapter B—Executive Vice Chairman 
Part 970—Chlorinated Hydrocarbon 
Refrigerants 
Conservation Order M-28, 
as amended July 10, 1943 

“Part 970—Chlorinated Hydrocarbon 
Refrigerants General Preference Order 
M-28 as amended June 5, 1943,” is 
hereby amended to read: 

“Part 970—Chlorinated Hydrocarbon 
Refrigerants Conservation Order M- 
28, as amended July 10, 1943.” 

Section 970.1—Conservation Order M-28 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

The fulfillment of requirements for the 
defense of the United States has created 
a shortage in the supply of chlorinated 
hydrocarbon refrigerants for defense, for 
private account and for export; and the 
following order is deemed necessary and 
appropriate in the public interest and to 
promote the national defense. 

Section 970.1—Conservation Order M-28. 

(a) Definitions. For the purpose of this 

order: 
(1) “Chlorinated hydrocarbon refriger- 
ants” means trichloromonofluoromethane, 
dichlorodifluoromethane, dichloromonofluo- 
romethane, trichlorotrifluoroethane, and 
dichlorotetrafluoroethane. 

(2) “Person” means any individual, 
partnership, association, business trust, 
corporation, governmental corporation or 
agency or any organized group of persons 
whether incorporated or not. 

(3) ‘“‘Producer’’ means any person en- 
gaged in the production of chlorinated 
hydrocarbon refrigerants. 

(4) “Contract agent’’ means any person 
engaged in the business of accepting or- 
ders for chlorinated hydrocarbon refrig- 
erants on behalf of and as agent for a 
producer. 

(5) “Supplier” means any person en- 
gaged in the business of distributing 
chlorinated hydrocarbon refrigerants to 
persons using the same for installation 
in a refrigerating or air conditioning 
“system.” The term shall include an 
equipment manufacturér to the extent 
that he engages in the sale of such re- 
frigerants to distributors or dealers han- 
dling ‘‘systems.” “System” means any 
“system” as defined in General Limitation

(6) “Equipment manufacturer’” means 
any person who uses chlorinated hydro- 
carbon refrigerants for charging new re- 
frigerating or air conditioning systems 
manufactured by him.

Class V 


Charging new refrigeration and air con- 
ditioning systems in the field except those 
systems owned and operated by the 
Army, Navy, Maritime Commission and 
War Shipping Administration, and ex- 
cluding comfort cooling systems. 


Class VI 


Charging new equipment by an equip- 
ment manufacturer, exclusive of comfort 
cooling systems. This class does not in- 
clude charging systems for Army, Navy, 
Maritime Commission and War Shipping 
Administration. 


Class VII 


Maintenance and repair of comfort cool- 
ing systems and maintenance and repair 
of refrigeration equipment used solely for 
storing or dispensing carbonated or malt 
beverages. This class does not include 
systems owned and operated by the 
Army, Navy, Maritime Commission or War 
Shipping Administration. 


Class VIII 


Inventory—Surplus refrigerants in ex- 
cess of month’s anticipated requirements. 


(c) Certification of orders by users, and 
deliveries thereunder. 


(1) Orders must be certified. On and 
after July 10, 1943, no user shall place an 
order with a supplier or any other person, 
and no supplier or other person shall ac- 
cept such an order, for any chlorinated 
hydrocarbon refrigerants unless such or- 
der (or vendor’s delivery receipt) is ac- 
companied by a certificate endorsed there- 
on, or attached to it, showing the uses 
for which the refrigerants are acquired, 
and in substantially the following form:* 


“The undersigned purchaser hereby cer- 
tifies to the seller and to the War Pro- 
duction Board that he has no empty or 
surplus cylinders, and that, to the best 
of his knowledge, information and belief, 
the quantities of chlorinated hydrocarbon 
refrigerants covered by this order will 
be required during the next 30 days for 
use for the following classified purposes, 
as described in Conservation Order M-28:

Such certificate shall in every case be 
signed by the user or his authorized of- 
ficial, either manually or as provided in 
Priorities Regulation No. 7. It shall con- 
stitute a representaiton to the War Pro- 
duction Board, as well as to the supplier, 
that the facts stated therein are true. No 
supplier shall make any delivery under 
such an order if he knows, or has reason 
to believe, that such certificate contains 
any false, inaccurate or incomplete state- 
ment. He may rely thereon if he does not 
know or have any reason to believe that 
a certificate is inaccurate, incomplete or 
false. 

On and after July 10, 1943, no supplier 
shall deliver any chlorinated hydrocarbon 
refrigerants except pursuant to an order 
accompanied by such a certificate as pro- 
vided for above. 


(2) Deliveries to be subject to restric- 
tion. If and whenever any use shall be 
prohibited, as provided in (g) below, no 
user shall install or use any chlorinated 
hydrocarbon refrigerants for such a use, 
regardless of the purpose for which it was 
acquired. 

(a) Certification of orders by suppliers; 
records; deliveries by suppliers; and re- 


Such certificate shall in every case be 
signed by the supplier or his authorized 
official, either manually or as provided in 
Priorities Regulation No. 7. It shall con- 
stitute a representation to the War Pro- 
duction Board as well as to the contract 
agent, that the facts stated therein are 
true. No contract agent shall approve or 
request any such delivery if he knows, or 
has reason to believe, that such certificate 
contains any false, inaccurate or incom- 
plete statement. He may rely thereon if 
he does not know or have any reason to 
believe that a certificate is in accurate, 
incomplete or false. 


On and after Aug. 1, 1943, no contract 
agent shall approve or request delivery 
of any chlorinated hydrocarbon refriger- 
ants to any supplier except pursuant to 
an order placed, and accompanied by 
such a certificate, as provided for above. 


(2) Records must be kept. Each sup- 
plier shall keep records showing the 
quantities of chlorinated hydrocarbon re- 
frigerants delivered by him during each 
month for the various uses as classified 
in paragraph (b) above and the quanti- 
ties of such refrigerants allocated to 
him each month for deliveries in each 
of such classifications.* 


(3) Deliveries by suppliers during July, 
1943. During the remainder of the month 
of July, 1943, only, each supplier shall 
give primary preference to deliveries for 
classifications I, II, III, and IV (without 
preference among such classes). If it ap- 
pears that his available supply will exceed 
the amount estimated to be required for 
classifications I, II, III, and IV, then the 
residual supply shall be divided among 
classifications V and VI (without prefer- 
ence). 

(4) Deliveries by suppliers during Au- 
gust, 1943, and subsequent months. 

(i) During the month of August, 1943, 
and each succeeding calendar month, no 
supplier shall deliver for any use a greater 
quantity of refrigerants than is allocated 
to him during such month for that use, 
except as provided in (ii) below. A sup- 
plier shall rely upon the notification given 
him, by the contract agent with whom his 
order was placed, as to the quantities al- 
located the supplier for each of such uses 
during each calendar month, unless he 
knows or has reason to believe that such 
— is incorrect, incomplete or 
alse. 


(ii) If a supplier has exhausted the 
quantity allocated him for classifications 
I, II, III, or IV during any calendar 
month, he may use his supply in classi- 
fication VIII for the classification ex- 
hausted. If classifications IV and VIII 
become exhausted, he may then draw 
upon the supply allocated for classifica- 
tions V or VI. 


(iii) No supplier shall deliver during 
any month any such refrigerants allocated 
to him for delivery to or for use by the 
Army, Navy, Maritime Commission, or 
War Shipping Administration (Classes I, 
II and III) for use by any other person 
during that month; and no supplier shall 
deliver to or for use by any of such 
agencies any refrigerants which were al- 
located to him for civilian uses (Classes 
IV, V and VI) during that month. 


(iv) Any chlorinated hydrocarbon re- 
frigerants allocated for classifications I 
through VII during any month and not 
delivered by the supplier during the 
month shall be transferred by him to 
classification VIII (Inventory), at the end 
of such month. If notice of his allocations 
for the following month has not been re- 
ceived by the first day of the month, the 
amount transferred to Class VIII (Inven- 
tory) from any classification may con- 
tinue to be used for such classification: 
provided that the amount so used is re- 
stored to Class VIII, by deduction from 
the new allocation for that classification, 
as soon as notice of the new allocation 
for such month is received. 


(e) Certification of orders by contract 
agents, equipment manufacturers, and in- 
secticide manufacturers. 

(1) By contract agents. On or before 
the 20th day of each calendar month, 
commencing with the month of July, 1943, 
each contract agent who transmits orders 
for chlorinated hydrocarbon refrigerants 
from suppliers to a producer, for delivery 
during the next calendar month, shall 
place a written request for shipments, 
covering all of such orders, with the pro- 
ducer. No contract agent shall place such 
orders with a producer, and no producer 
shall accept such orders unless ac- 
companied by the request with a cer- 
tificate endorsed thereon or attached 
thereto, showing the uses for which the 
refrigerants are ordered, and deliveries 
made during the preceding month by 
suppliers placing orders through the 
agent, and in substantially the following 
form (except that deliveries prior to July 
10, 1943, may be estimated) :* 

“The undersigned contract agent hereby 
certifies to the producer and to the War 
Production Board that he has received 
orders for shipment of the quantities of 
chlorinated hydrocarbon refrigerants cov-

No such manu- 
facturer shall place such an order with a 
producer, and no producer shall accept 
such an order unless it is accompanied 
by a certificate endorsed thereon or at- 
tached thereto, showing the uses for 
which the refrigerants are acquired, and 
the quantities used during the preceding 
month, in substantially the following 
form :* 

“The undersigned purchaser hereby cer- 
tifies to the seller and to the War Pro- 
duction Board that, to the best of his 
knowledge, information and belief, the 
quantities of chlorinated hydrocarbon re- 
frigerants covered by this order will be 
required by his during the month of.....

Such certificate shall in every case be 
signed by the equipment or insecticide 
manufacturer or his authorized official, 
either manually or as provided in Pri- 
orities Regulation No. 7. It shall consti- 
tute a representation to the War Produc- 
tion Board, as well as to the seller, that 
the facts stated therein are true. No pro- 
ducer shall make any delivery under such 
an order if he knows, or has reason to 
believe, that such certificate contains any 
false, inaccurate or incomplete statement. 
He may rely thereon if he does not know 
or have any reason to believe that a cer- 


tificate is inaccurate, incomplete or false. , 


On and after Aug. 1, 1943, no producer 
shall deliver any chlorinated hydrocarbon. 
refrigerants to any equipment manufac- 
turer or insecticide manufacturer except 
pursuant to an order placed, and ac- 
companied by such a certificate, as pro- 
vided for above. 

(f) Shipments by producers. 

(1) Statement of requested shipments. 
On or before the 25th day of each cal- 
endar month, commencing with the 
month of July, 1943, each producer shall 
file with the War Production Board a 
statement showing: the orders for chlori- 
nated hydrocarbon refrigerants which 
have been transmitted to him by contract 
agents, or which have been placed with 
him by equipment and insecticide manu- 
facturers, for delivery during the next 
calendar month, and the users for which 
the refrigerants are ordered,.as indicated 
by the certificates accompanying the or- 
ders; the quantity of such refrigerants 
which will be available for delivery by 
him, during each month; and his de- 
liveries of such refrigerants to the sup- 
pliers and equipment and _ insecticide 
manufacturers, during the preceding cal- 
endar month (except that deliveries to 
suppliers prior to Aug. 1, 1943, need not 
be shown by classifications).* 

(2) Deliveries by producers. On and 
after July 10, 1948, no producer shall de- 
liver any chlorinated hydrocarbon refrig- 
erants to any person, or for any use, ex- 
cept in accordance with specific directions 
from the War Production Board. Such di- 
rections will be issued primarily to insure 
the meeting of defense requirements, and 
of the more essential needs if and when- 
ever all cannot be met. Such directions 
may specify the aggregate quantities of 


. such refrigerants which shall be delivered 


by the producer during any calendar 
month (or other period) for any of the 
classifications of users established by this 
order or for other requirements (includ- 
ing Lend-Lease, and the production of 
insecticide, separately, for Army and 
Navy use), or the proration of the avail- 
able supply among all or any part of the 
various classifications and other require- 
ments, or establish a reserve or emer- 
gency stock to be held by the producer. 
Such directions may also direct the pro- 
ducer to make such adjustments in his 
deliveries as may appear reasonable and 
appropriate to equalize the inventories 
held by suppliers, so as to more nearly 
assure all suppliers of a minimum work- 
ing inventory whenever practicable. Di- 
rections issued under this order to a pro- 
ducer and directing deliveries to be made 
by him for specified uses or in specified 
quantities shall be deemed allocations of 
the refrigerants for the purposes speci- 
fled; and, subject to the provisions of this 
order, no producer, supplier, equipment 
manufacturer or insecticide manufacturer 


in adequate operation. 


(h) Notification of customers. Any pro- 
ducer, contract agent, supplier, or other 
person who is prohibited from or re- 
stricted in making deliveries of any 
chlorinated hydrocarbon refrigerants by 
the provisions of this order, and any 
producer who is prohibited from or re- 
stricted in making any such deliveries 
by any directions issued hereunder and 
received by him from the War Production 
Board, shall as soon as practicable notify 
each of his regular customers of the re- 
quirements of this order or of such di- 
rections; but the failure to give such 
notice shall not excuse any customer 
from the obligation of complying with 
any requirement of this order, or of any 
such directions applicable to such cus- 
tomer and of which he has notice. 


(i) Effect of preference ratings. The 
provisions of this order shall be followed 
by every producer, contract agent, sup- 
plier, user, equipment manufacturer, in- 
secticide manufacturer, and any other 
person buying, selling or delivering 
chlorinated hydrocarbon refrigerants, 
without any regard to any preference 
ratings which have been assigned or 
which may hereafter be assigned to par- 


ticular contracts or orders. 

(j) Miscellaneous provisions. 

(1) Applicability or regulations. This 
order and all transactions affected thereby 
are subject to all applicable regulations 
of the War Production Borad, as issued 
and amended from time to time. 

(2) Monthly reports. Each person 
(including a producer, contract agent, 
supplier, equipment manufacturer, _in- 
secticide manufacturer, user, or owner of 
refrigerating or air condtioning systems) 
who has in his possession on the 15th 
day of any calendar month in excess of 
500 pounds of any type of chlorinated 
hydrocarbon refrigerants, and any person 
who sold in excess of 2,000 pounds of any 
type of such refrigerants during the pre- 
ceding calendar month, shall file with the 
War Production Board, on or before the 
20th day of each month, commencing with 
the month of July, 1943, a report on Form 
WPB-3054 prepared in accordance with 
the instructions for such form.* 

(3) Violations. Any person who wilfully 
violates any provisions of this order, or 
who, in connection with this order, wil- 
fully conceals a material fact or furnishes 
false information to any department or 
agency of the United States is guilty of 
a crime, and upon conviction may be 
punished by fine or imprisonment. In 
addition, any such person may be pro- 
hibited from making or obtaining further 
deliveries of, or from processing or using, 
materials under’ priority control, and may 
be deprived of priorities assistance. 

(4) Appeals. Any appeal from the pro- 
visions of this order, or any direction 
thereunder, shall be made by filing a 
letter in triplicate, referring to the par- 
ticular provision appealed from and stat- 
ing fully the grounds of the appeal. 

(5) Communications. All reports to be 
filed and other communications concern- 
ing this order should be addressed to:

“Comfort cooling system” means any 
system, of any size, operated or installed 
for the purpose of lowering the tem- 
perature and/or humidity of air in any 
building, room or other enclosure used 
as, or located in any of the following: 


Amusement parks. 
Animal hospitals. 
Auditoriums. 


Ballrooms, dancing studios, and dance 
halls. 


Bank and loan associations. 

Bars, cocktail lounges, and beer parlors. 

Bowling alleys. 

Concert halls. 

Funeral parlors. 
. Golf clubs, country clubs, and athletic 
clubs. 

Hotels and apartment houses. 

Moving picture houses. 

Night clubs. 


Office buildings and offices, public or 
private. 


Railway, streetcar and bus stations and 
terminals. 


Residential buildings and dwellings of 
all kinds. 


Restaurants, cafeterias, and other places 
selling meats, food, or beverages. 


Schools. 


Service establishments, such as laund- 
ries, cleaners and dyers, tailor shops, 
“beauty” parlors, automobile sales and 
service shops, and repair shops of all 
kinds. 

Skating rinks. 

Stores, selling any kind of products, 
material, or merchandise, at retail or 
wholesale (excluding manufacturing estab- 
lishments). 


The term “comfort cooling system” 
shall not include (i) any such system 
used to air condition a building, room or 
other enclosure used chiefly for purposes 
not listed above, or (ii) any system de- 
signed, necessary and used, in substantial 
-part for the refrigeration and storage or 
processing of food, ice, or other mate- 
rials or products requiring refrigeration, 
temperature control, or freedom from 
dust or other impurities, or (iii) such 
part of a system as may be necessary 
and used for the circulation of air, or 
necessary and used for raising the tem- 
perature of air during cold weather to a 
degree which is comfortable or tolerable 
for persons (comfort heating).
